1 . Claims 1-17 axe allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination the 
following: 

The receiving hardware interface, the rendering software interface, and the render 
hardware are arranged to operate in a pipeline manner, being thereby capable of concurrently 
processing job data from at least on page of the print job. 

For these reasons claims 7, 7, 12 and 13 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of 
record, and claims 2-6, 8-11 and 14-17 ore allowable by dependency.
